A news item in the Wall Street Journal said, "The

The 3 per cent tax on freight charges discrimi- 
nates against shippers who use common carrier trans* 
■portation, and thus encourages businesses wherever 
possible to develop their own fleets of trucks and 
"barges. The net tax produced by these excise levies 
as small. When incurred for business reasons, as both 
•of them usually arc, they are of course deductible for 
income tax purposes. Secondly, by driving- business 
^away from the common carriers, they reduce taxable 
"income — another tax loss. 

Common carriers are absolutely indispenslble in

6)1 Expects Mote Attacks 

The chief executive of one of our leading" oil 
companies recently stated that* new attacks on the oil 
industry may be expected in the next Congress— and 
that an effort will be made to repeal or reduce oil's 
depletion allowance of 27& per cent, . This allowance, 
which applies against taxes, has been in effect for a 
great many years and has been approved by one Con- 
gress after another. 

Loss or reduction of the" allowance, in the execu- 
tive's phrase, "would be suicidal." It would abolish 
the incentive to hunt for new oil sources at a time 
when such sources ore urgently required. More than 
BO per cent of all the wildcat wells drilled lost year 
turned out to be worthless. Men will take heavy 
risks in this kind of pioneering If, arid only It, they 
know .that they will be permitted to keep a fair re- 
ward U they are successful.

And a .very 
substantial part of the profits earned by typical oil 
companies have been ploughed right back into' 'the 
business for expansion and improvement of physical 
facilities. Competition sees to it that we get the best 
oil products that can be made — and at a fair price.

A parent who attempts to break 
his child of thumbsucking by scold- 
ing, 'or even coaxing, Is 'not using 
good) Judgment Either practice 
can 1 be hamiiul because It denotes a 
lack of everyday common'. sense Jn 
rearing a child, the Educational 
, Committee of the Illinois" ; State 
Medical /Society advises In HEALTH 
TALK. ? 

A child's first automatic sense of 
comfort Is through sucking. Whether 
breast or bottle fed, sucking satis- 
fies his hunger, and It Isn't long be- 
fore he discovers that the thumb Is 
a handy gadget for his mouth and 
thus is established the: thumbsuck- 
ing habit Very often : the habit 
suggests that the baby is not get-

ting enough sucking— perhaps he 
has ' been taken away too soon 
from the breast or the bottle, or 
again he has-been put on a nursing 
schedule that -allows too few nurs- 
ing periods; In any event, the] child 
derives comfort from his sucking, 
an important factor In why he docs 
it 

As the child grows 'older, he 
usually resorts to sucking .his 
-tKUfflbf.'toVflli/aii'. emotional need; 
Feeling unwanted and alone may be 
responsible, so he seeks to satisfy 
himself. Unhappiness, fear, and in- 
security ■ - are emotional' problems 
that loom high on a child's horizon, 
' It is generally conceded that up 
to the first few years, thumbsuck- 
ing may- be considered normal with 
the habit acting as a sort of pacifier 
or. comforter. A child's curiosity 




Is an ever present wonder. The 
more" he ' explores the' new ' things 
about him, the more his mlnd^ls 
token away from himself. Usually 
by the time ho reaches the wonders 
of;,hls fivel'to-plx years, of age 
world,' the thumbsucking habit Is 
forgotten. ' 

' /If* the practice continues beyond 
thls^age, ' however, definite step* 
for correction should be undertaken 

by consulting with your physician. 
In. the Very, young child, It is un- 
likely' that much pressure will be 
exerted against the' roof of the 



mouth or on the ' Jaws. However, 
a/ the" child grows older, it*1s pos- 
sible to exert - greater pressure 
which, in many cases, may result in 
some structural defects of the Jaws. 
And then again, in an older child 
the habit suggests an emotional 
heed, a gap that should be filled -to 
insure normal mental growth. 

Thumbsucking is often associated 
with going to sleep, Parents dis- 
like- seeing their ' children grow up 
too soon, yet many will berate them 
for being afraid of the dark or be- 
ing left alone In. the room, v They 



scold these youngsters for not be- 
ing "grown up," and for having 
baby fears. 'Instead of threatening, 
why not 'concede a little, so that 
,the child understands you are try- 
ing to help overcome these fears? 
Shaming, threatening, scolding 
and conversely bribing and coaxing 
are all methods used in the cor- 
rection of thumbsucking. Unfor- 
tunately, the application of bitter 
solutions, splints and other . re- 
straints are also tried,

Tuberculosis costs the American 
people every year more than $350,- 
000,000 most of it In tax, dollars, 
Mr. Arne W. Makelo, chairman of 
the 1053 Christmas Seal Sale, said 
today. He announced that the -an- 
nual Seal Sale to raise funds to sup- 
port the tuberculosis prevention 
and control work of the Lake Coun- 
ty Tuberculosis Association will 
open November 16. 

The cost of hospital and other 
medical and nursing care for TB 
patients case finding, health educa- 
tion, rehabilitation, relief ,10 fam- 
ilies, pensions to veterans, and 
medical research is estimated at 
more than 5350,000,000 Mr. Makela 
pointed out. To this must be added 
more money for needed hospital 
construction, depreciation of old 
buildings .and the training of pro- 
fessional personnel. 

We cannot even estimate how 
much the loss of patients' produc- 
tive capacity and their possible 
earning power drains from the na- 
tional pocketbook," he said. 

"Can the people of this commun- 
ity afford to pay the price for a 
disease which can be prevented and 
can be cured?" Mr. Makela asked. 
"Christmas Seal dollars spent now 
for prevention of tuberculosis are 
ah investment in human life, the 
most precious of our natural re- 
sources. They also mean tax dol- 
lars saved in the future." 

He explained that funds contrib- 
uted by Lake county- residents 
through their purchase of Christ- 
mas Seals are not used for the 
treatment of TB patients or for 
relief of their families.
